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Reply to Office Action of December 7, 2004 

REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

I. Status of the Claims 

Claims 1-12 are currently pending in this application. By the present amendment, 
claims 1-3 and 7 have been amended to clarify and/or correct certain aspects of the claims 
addressed by the examiner in the Office Action. No new matter has been introduced by 
any of these amendments. 

Applicant notes with appreciation the examiner's indication that the pending 
claims contain allowable subject matter. 

II. Objections 

A. Specification 

The examiner has objected to the specification and required a substitute 
specification because of the presence of numerous grammatical, syntactical and/or 
typographical errors. 

Accordingly, Applicant is providing herewith a substitute specification in which the 
typographical, syntactic and/or grammatical errors noted by the examiner and/ or ascertained by 
the undersigned have been corrected. Attached to this paper is a copy of the substitute 
specification containing markings that show all the changes relative to the original specification. 
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Also attached to this paper is a clean copy of the substitute specification. Withdrawal of the 
outstanding objection is therefore respectfully requested. 

B. Drawings 

The examiner has objected to the drawings because of certain inconsistencies 
between the drawings and the description thereof in the specification. Applicants have 
corrected the inconsistencies found in the description and respectfully submit that there 
are no errors in the drawings themselves. Withdrawal of the outstanding objection is 
therefore respectfully requested. 

C. Claims 

The examiner has objected to the claims because of certain informalities. In 
response, Applicant has amended the claims as shown above. Withdrawal of the 
outstanding objection is therefore respectfully requested. 

III. Rejection of Claims 1-12 

In the outstanding Office Action, the examiner has rejected claims 1-12 of the 
application under 35 U.S.C. 112 as allegedly being indefinite. While not acceding to the 
examiner's characterization of the language of the original claims, Applicant has amended 
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the claims as shown above. Applicant respectfully submits that each of the points raised 
by the examiner in the Office Action has been clarified and/ or corrected by the above 
amendments. Withdrawal of the outstanding rejection is therefore respectfully requested.
